Mayor,Turrittin had no time. to.make 


a speech. Instead, he 
caught City 


Attorney Williams by the ear and ask- 
ed him about this thing and the other. 
Mr. Williams had probed into the city 
incprporatlpn act and he found the 
first couple p£ questions rather easy, 
but he soon ran against a few snags 
and thefe are notes of them in the 
course of trie municipal' ship. 


But the attorney dug into his books

. King's Visit to Edinburgh r 


LONDON, May; H.—So many years, 


have elapsed; since a British sovereign 
held a court in the ancient and his- 
toric palace of Holyrood that the visit 
of the king and , queen -to, .Ediburgh 
this week is attracting -great attention 
throughout the kingdom. As previous- 
ly anounced, the ;royal couple will not 
remain in Holyrood, but. will stay at 
Dalkeith palace),,the .Scotch .country 
seat of the Duke and Duchess of Buc- 
cleuch, about six'-miles distant from 
the Scotch metropolis, and :which has 
been placed at their disposal by the 
duke for the purpose.

GOLD STANDARD PHILOSOPHY 


I 


N his second letter to the London Mail on the Phil'ppine 
, 
situation, Mr. Landon, the special correspondent, 


mentions the introduction of the gold standard there as 
one of the causes of the unsatisfactory conditions which 
exisrt1 "This, he says , has disorganized business. No doubt 
that is true 
The^sime result has followed wherever the 


experiment h&s been tried. It has always disarranged 
busrness by forcing it to adiust itself to a new standard 
of valuation, and this has led to a long season of business 
depression 
k'°* T'hV fatal defect in gold standard philosophy is that it 
makes the money standard the primary thing and business 
secondary 
Instead of making the money conform to the 


requirements of the business, it compels the -business 
to adjust itself to the money. Money, which is a mere 
agent in business, is set above the> principle thing—the 
business itself. 


No matter how hard the times may be under the gold 


standard no champion of that monetary system will eiver 
admit that there is anything wrong with the standard. 
An ounce of gold is always an ounce of gold—a gold dollar 
is always a gold dollai, and therefore the standard must 
be all right—even though there may not be half enough 
gold dollars to go around and do business 


In short the gold standard is made a fetrsh and the 


arguments in its favor are enough to make the bones of 
Adam Smrth and Rrcardo and John Steiwart Mill rattle 
rn therr graves.

What the Dispatch Says 


About a Washoe

The statement 
prepared 
by 
the 


treasury department at Washington 
relative to the amount of money or 
all kinds in the United States at the 
close of business April 30, 1903, is 
open to criticism. Take the item of 
"United States notes, the amount is 
'stated to be $346,681,016, exactly the 
same as given m the report of July 1, 
1878, and includes all the notes that 
have been lost through the vaiious ele- 
ments of destruction since that .date, 
and of course are not in existence. 
-Next, take the item of gold coin in- 
cluding gold bullion 
in the treasury, 


the same report gives the amount as 
$1,267,303,579, this also is an unknown 
qxiantity and includes a large amount 
of gold that has been counted two or 
three times and large quantities that 
have been lost in various ways and 
a conservative 
estimate 
would not 


place the amount in Uie United States 
at above $1,000,000,000, the same can 
be said of national bank notes and the 
other forms of currency, but including 
all this non-existing currency the per 
capita circulation is given as 29.58. 


Now let us see what the per capita 


circulation of a substitute for this in- 
ad e q u a t e 
government 
cutrency 


amounts to. This substitute is bank 
checks. 
The weekly 
repot ts 
of the 


clearing houses make the volume of 
business transacted by the bank check 
system of currency exceed two billion 
dollars, or more than eight billion dol- 
lars per month, allowing that bills 
generally are paid on an aveiage once 
a month it requnes a hundred dollars 
per capita to transact the piesent vol- 
ume of business in this country and 
this is proven by the leports of the 
clearing houses. 


The contioller of the tieasuiy puts 


the banking power of this country at 
more than twelve billion dollars, which 
Is about $150 per capita, the item of 
individual deposits alone amounts to 
more than $120 per capita, and as the 
stock of gold m this country does not 
exceed $14 per capita, pi oves conclu- 
sively that the so-called gold standard 
is a delusion and a sham, and every 
time it has been put to a fair test gold 
payments weie suspended. 


Iriis country needs an ever-inci eas- 


ing amount of currency which should 
he supplied by the government. The 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 of gold would be a step in the 
right direction and v> ould be a tremen- 
dous stimulus to all silver using na- 
tions as well as our own, and all pa- 
per money should be issued by the 
government, and all forms of govern- 
ment money should be full legal ten- 
der and no spending 
money shark 


should be allowed to place any excep- 
tion clause on any kind of Uncle Sam's 
money. 
' "With the light kind of a financial 
system there would be no danger of 
over-production, there would be plenty
